Granier, it appears, during last Sunday 
afternoon previous to the attack upon 
Presidei>» Caruot, was heard to re- 
mark: "By this time Carnot will have 
received his quietus," 


As the president was not stabbed un- 


til late tlie same evening, it was natur- 
ally concluded when the news of the 
tragedy became public, and when it 
was known that Sauto visited Moiitpcl- 
lier, that Granier must have known 
that an attempt was to bo made upon 
the life of the president. 


When Granier's house was surround- 


ed, the detectives burst in the door and 
summoned the anarchist to surrender.

The register of a Philadelphia hotel 


recently recorded the arrival of Thoroos 
Godbepraised, of Harrow-ln-Furness, 
England. Being approached by a Times 
reporter upon tho subject of tho oddity 
of his surname, MJ-. Godbopraised said:

very odd to Americans, although such 
names arc not altogether unusual In 
England and especially in Lancaster 
which was a stronghold of the round 
heads or puritans in Cromwell's time 
J[y " home Is in Ilarrow-in-Furness 
which is in Lancashire.

After a battle a little to the 
outh of the river Morsey between tho 
avaliers and the. roundheads her 
irothers discovered her and carried her 
off to old Fiirness abbey. In the hurry 
;he child was left behind, but as the 
result of the mother's pleading- one of 
ho brothers returned to Formby after 
t.

covered his loss and removed the child. 
Then he followed his brothers back to 
Furness abbey, bnt arrived too late. 
The brother and sister had set sail 
from Barrow beach for the Isle of Man. 
A storm came «p and Ezekiel arrived 
in. time to see the boat founder. " 
turned to his child more bitter ag-alnst 
the royalists than ever, and brought 
the child up with the same sentiments.
